< Tbus fell tlie mighty Cs/hr, who for^reat Parts 
and AbiJities» aud in (borty ibr alJ tbe QuaJifications 
of an- Hero, but that of Honelly^ was perbaps at leaft 
eoual to aoy amongft rhe Sons of Men. That Bane 
of great attd elevated Minds, Ambition» was his dar- 
ling Vice, in wbich aJl his other, both good and iJi 
Qiialities centred, and which at Jafl ended jn his 
Ruin» with the IX>wnfal of the Liberty and Glory of 
Rome ; for the Figure the Romans made after this 
uahappy Revolutioa was but the (hadow of their 
former Grandeur. He highly deferved^ no doubt^ 
the Fate he met with, and to have died by the Hands . 
of tbe common /Elxecutioner, rather tban thofe of 
Gentlemen ; the Crime he was guiJty of being perbaps 
the greated human Nature can be guilty of. But 
there was no otber Way to come at a Man guarded 
by a Power, againft which the whole WorJd was 
Dot a Matchy and therefore they thought they might 
proceed againft him in the Way they did. The Jearn- 
cd Deao Prideaux gives to C^far the AppeJIation of 
a PrincCy and fo he was, juftyn the iame Senfe that 
Olrur Cromwett 'WSLS aKmg: They were indeed a 
Sort of Pcincesy but, unhappily for the Memory of 
tbem both> of their own making only. Such Men 
may fancy themfelves to be, and others may caU them 
Princes, but their right Name is Villains, to be 
rankeci with Pirates» Robbers and Murderere ; for 
to ibat CJafs of Men they belong, and deferve no 
bettcr Treatmenty unJefs Saccefs can be fuppofed '

ownsy be juilly had for the Reward of his Malice and 
Ambition the DeftruAion by which he fell ; and fur- 
ther fays« that he was a terrible Scourge in the Hajid 
of God, for the Puoifhtnent of the Wickedoefs of that 
Age, and that he ought to be reputed the greateft 
Peft and Plague ihat MankiDd had theo therein.
